PRINCIPAL'S SPEECH 

pRADUATES, and graduates- 
to-be . gathered together in: 
the Ballroom of the Union last 
night at the Annual Smoker of 
the Graduates' Society, when 
boxing bouts, songs, and- speech- 
es on prevailing conditions were 
the order of the day. 

Urging his audience to follow 
trained advice in tho solving of their 
économie problems, Bernard K. Sand 
well, B.A., P.R.S.C., spoke in a hum- 
orous vein on 'a subject dear to the 
hearts of all true Canadians, the na- 
ture of tho present depression. Mr. 
Sandwell lamented tho fact that al- 
though, the other professions are 
barred to tho untrained/ amateur, 
anyone at all can give advice to the 
public on matters of economics, and 
the trouble is that the : publlc are 
usually gullible enough to accept 
this advice. 

Falsa Impretiions Current. 

Mr. Sandwell gave examples of 
some of the impressions' which Un- 
trained men are leaving among their 
listeners. One of 'the prevailing be- 
liefs is. that the- depression may he 
laid at tho door of the banks. "And 
when I speak of the depression, I do 
not wish to say,' stated the speaker, 
"that there Is a depression. I just 
use that term to refer to the fact 
that we are at present passing 
■through a boom smaUe'r than any 
other in the recollection of most men 
..here. In .the same way when I say 
that- Canada Is off 'the Gold Stan- 
dard, I do not mean that Canada is 
actually off the gold standard, but 
"fnat~thV Canadian dollar Is- selling at' 
about 8è.- cents or thereabouts.' ' 

The banks iaro responsible, some 
people 'believe) In that they create 
money > through credit. This is ' all 
right; but when the' borrower has to. 
pay back, they demand Interest. It 
is easy enough to pay back the 
money you have borrowed, for that 
was created when you borrowed, but 
where does the money come from 
for you -to pay interest? That was 
not created by tho bank. So there 
shold bo no interest charged. 
Wives Should Spend, 

Otherà say that if our wives 
would spend more,, the depression 
would soon be ended.. He appealed

(Continued from Pago One) 
it must be prosecuted with great 
vigour. 

May I now refer to one ot our de- 
partments at)out which much discus- 
Ion has arisen, not only here but 
wherevor bucIi a department exists — I 
refer to our School ot Commerco. 
There are those who contend that it 
has no place In a university, and most 
certainly no place in a Faculty of Arts 
ana Science. After an address deliver- 
ed In Montreal last autumn certain 
critics said to me, "I suppose you will- 
now do away with your School of 
Commerce", or "I always said it had 
no place In a university" or "The only 
place to learn business Is in business; 
you can't do it in a university". 
Accusations Wrong 
I feel that many of these remark! 
arise from half considered thought as 
to the tunction of a university and al- 
together wrong notions as to what a 
school of commerce tries to do. We 
don't pretend, to turn Out loaders. We 
so often hear that It is the mission of 
a university to turn out leadors. We 
can with- due reservation claim to help 
men to "becoihe leaders, We don't 
claim to be able to impart to our stu- 
dents the gift of leadership Which is 
so often. a matter of heredity and 
temperament. Our aim is to educate 
and humanize tho men who are des- 
tined by their peculiar personal quali- 
ties to beconte our leaders and so 
render their sphere of leadership as 
beneficial as possible. 

Another charge is that ypung.men 
choose a commerce course, because it 
Is moreNlkely to help them get a Job, 
arid so they come to us swayed more 
by the prospeot of a job rather than 
by desire to beoome .educated men, 
But I find no fault with the student 
who Is Interested in his economic fu 
ture.* That, wè all know, is not every- 
thing in lite, but it cannot be ignored 
in the lives of most of us. I deny the 
charge that the student in Commerce 
misses the humanizing influence of a 
liberal education. 

Not All Profit. 
It- Is claimed by critics of the Com 
mer«e course that the one and only 
motive actuating men In commercial 
life Is profit making, that everything 
1» sacrificed to that end with the 
Inevitable result that men become sor 
did, covetous, selfish, ruthless in their 
methods, indifferent to the fate ot 
competitors,' indifferent to the fate ot 
anything and everything except them- 
selves and their own interests, and by 
inference suggesting, that in our com- 
merce courses we are approving, and 
encouraging these 'things. On behalf 
of men in business we deny that they 
are all mean selfish "go-getters", but 
if all evils suggested did exist In tho 
business , world all the more reason 
for courses in commerce In unlversl 
ties^because We re-* :& It as one of the 
functions' of a university to guide so 
ciéty to right Ideals In all institutions 
of society, of Which- business is not 
the least, and to help save civilization 
from any and all evils that threaten 
to destroy It,
